Increased Gold Output. 


The year 1894 witnessed in tlio Unit- 


ed States a considerable increased gold 
production. This is owing partly to .tho 
more exact and careful system of min- 
ing, partly, also, to the fact that vari- 
ous mines -hnvo yielded more abundant- 
ly than they did last year. At the same 
time the production of silver ore has 
fallen off. II tlio present conditions con- 
tinue, it is Jikoly that tho increase of 
gold and the decrease of silver at tha 
mines will last till the two metals be- 
come moro nearly equalized in amount. 
The amount of gold mined in tho conn- 
try dnring 1894 was $48,000,000, an in- 
crease of $7,000,000 over 1893. 
The 


cliicf increase was in Colorado, which 
gained $3,000,000. Colorado's total gold 
product for 1894 was 110,500,000, al- 
most oue-qnarter of the whole quantity 
produced in tho country. California 
gained §2,000,000 in gold during tho 
your, and her total output of the yellow 
metal amounted to $14,000,000. Cali- 
fornia is still therefore the leading gold 
state of tho Union, and Colorado comes 
next. These two states prodnced nearly 
three-fifths o£ tho total amonnt. Host in 
production ranks iloii tana, with $4,000, - 
000. 
Montana has also increased her 


output about ttiree-quartors of a mil- 
lion. These are tho principal gold yield- 
ing states. 
Idaho, Oregon and Wash- 


ington also report an increased gold 
product. 


Great is tho American Iiistitnte of 


Civics. It purports to teach Americans 
tho science of government and tho du- 
ties of n citizen.

w 'Weapon of Future Warfare—A 
contotlTt) Alarm—A Popular Game Ei- 
plalneet—Notos of Industry. 


WELL-KNOWN 


English expert on 
naval matters, Mr. 
Laird Clowes, urg- 
•es the building of, 
three-decked . iron- 
c l a d s. . T h e old 
.wooden three-deck- 
er was one of the 
m o a t magnificent 


•'-: ships . afloat. 
The 


new one would be 
the most tremend- 
ous. It is pointed 


out that the three-flecker has been the 
highest form of fighting, ship In. th,e 
many periods o£ naval history. The tri- 
reme, the most complicated fighting ma- 
chine of classical times, had three banks 
of rowers. When guns were introduced 
on ships a one-decked ship was-at first 
necessary, but tn course of time the 
line-of-battle ship with her three tiers 
of guns was evolved. Then came1 steam 
and one deck again. 
. -. 


An Italian ironclad, the Sardegna, 


launched recently, is almost a three- 
decker, but Mr. Clowes wants a more 
complete one for 'the British navy. He 
proposes a ship to carry.101 suns. These 
are the other general details of his plan: 


"Speed, twenty-three knots; tonnage, 


12,000; guns, sixteen six-inch quick-fir- 
ing, twenty 4-7-inch quick-firing, twenty

Manufacture of Liquid Chlorine. 


Until recently chlorine lias been put 


on the market only In the form of chlo- 
ride of lime or chloride of soda. Of 
these onlyl about 38 per cent is actual 
chlorine. By a new and improvedppro- 
cess liquid chlorine is made and pump- 
ed into wrought iron or steel receivers 
holding about 100 pounds each. Tho 
value of approximately pure chlorine 
in bleacherleg can scarcely be over-estl-. 
mated. Much work and a great deal of 
risk of damage to textiles will be avoid-, 
ed by having thia-'article of uniform 
strength and In a fluid state ;e*dy for 
Immediate use. 


Sttflbtltut cr 
a Forge. 


The substitute for the ordinary forge, 


as proposed by* George D. Burton of 
Boston, consists of a method of heating 
by plunging the metal into a vessel of 
water and passing a strong current of 
electricity through U, the apparatus 
comprising a wooden bucket containing 
a large sheet of lead, which forms the 
positive pole, and an Iron bar laid

pole. Tfie msfal'to be' Keafe'd liTheld 
In the tougs. which are rested on this 
iron cross piece and dipped into the 
liquid as desired, thus avoiding al! flex- 
ible connections with the tongs. Two 
ordinary nails held in the tongs and 
dipped into the liquid are found to be 
heated to a welding heat In a few sec- 
onds, so as afterward to be- welded on 
an anvil wllh a few blows of the ham- 
mer, or they may be welded by simply 
allowing them to fuse together. The 
solution which has been found best 
adapted to this purpose is a solution 
of ten parts carbonate of soda and one 
of borax dissolved in water until the 
specific gravity at Bt-venty degrees, id 
1.160. 


Ail Economical Alachlue. 


A milling machine has been contrived 


by an English inventor which, it is 
claimed, acts more efficiently and eco- 
nomically than any other milling appa- 
ratus yet devised. In this new appara- 
tus the usual spout and lid of such ma- 
chines are used, and on the two inner 
sides and bottom of the spout, also on 
the inner side of the lid, are projections 
in alternate positions or opposite each 
other as may be required. In cases 
where fixed projections are used they 
are of the same solid material as the 
spout and lid, or they may be separate 
pieces and attached to the inner side 
of the lid and to the Inner sides and 
bottom of the spout; or if the projec- 
tions are of a movable character, they 
are attached to and actuated by spiral 
springs or by a tappet motion. The 
material of these projections may be 
wood, metal, glass or other substance, 
and of a pattern similar in shape to a 
Grecian ogee door moulding, this hav- 
ing been found to give the best results. 


For TTood Frlnllnc. 


A machine designed for use In wood 


printing establishments where a great 
variety of large and heavy work Is 
called for is described in the Philadel- 
phia Record. It appears from this that 
the apparatus will print boards fifteen 
Inches wide and of any length up to 
seven feet or longer, and capable of 
being operated at a speed of 2,500 per 
hour, the tremendous pressure that may 
be applied forcing the steel type into 
the wood sufficiently to overcome any 
roughness. The frame is cast in one 
solid piece, thirty-two by fifty-four 
inches square, and rests on heavy tim- 
bers to insure a solid foundation. The 
bed and platen are placed with their 
faces at right angles to the top of the 
frame, the platen against which the 
boards are fed remaining stationary 
and being held at one end of the frame 
with heavy bolts and two large wrought 
iron rods shrunk around the entire 
frame. The bed, operated by. a steel 
crank movement, -with double solid steel 
gear and pinions, is pushed against the 
Platen by a slide, giving a long dwell 
for printing; the square iron frame or 
chase, for holding the type, Is held in 
position by a simple cam latch; and 
the fountain for supplying -the. Ink to 
the rollers is built with conveniences 
for adjustment and with the three 2 
inch rollers passing over the entire form 
gives, when desired, a very heavy and, 
even flow of ink. The driving power is 
•obtained by a heavy four-foot balance 
wheel in continual motion, with a twen- 
ty-Inch friction pulley, controlled by a 
lever within reach of the operator and 
held by a catch. 


Ice and Typhoid Fevers. 


A great deal of discussion has been 


provoked by the use of Ice In typhoid 
fever. The new fad ia to pack the pa- 
tient in Ice for a given number of min- 
utes, when the. packing must be re. 
moved, to be replaced again at a given 
time. Because a few patients have re- 
covered, the ice enthusiasts are in 
high glee, and there is reason to appre- 
hend that this method of treatment may 
become popular among general prac- 
titioners. Because the victim has s 
vived, the efficacy of this form of hand- 
ling can scarcely be said to have be- 
come established. The human organism 
is in some instances so tenacious of life 
that it will resist almost every abuse, 
and this Is about the last extreme'to 
which the body can be subjected. Vio- 
lent shocks and extreme measures are 
to bo deprecated In all cases, and in 
none more than this, when the system 
Is struggling against such fearful odds 
to dislodge the millions' of baceili that 
have fastened upon it.- It has been dem- 
onstrated .beyond .the possibility of 
doubt that the use of tepid water irislde 
of the body as well as outside will • re- 
lieve the patient and give nature -a 
chance to build up again the destroyed 
material. But this is too simple; it fur,™ 
nlshes no food for speculation and is too 
easy; Typhoid fever certainly can be 
speedily washed 'ou.t .of the system by 
tepid water and will leave no after con- 
sequences;, but the ice treatment adds 
to rather than takes from the danger. 
The aftereffects of this intense cold are 
nervous weaknes, neuralgia and a long 
train of ills. Robust health afterward 
Is thought-to be almost 'Impossible; v; 


The Creeping of Iron Railg. 


It is a well understood fact that,rail- 


road rails, under ..certain conaitlons, 
will mcrve lengthwise for a considerable 
distance. This Is due partly to gravi- 
tation and partly to the jar and push 
of the wheels of passing trains. Where 
the travel is' all In one' direction, the 
rails may move backward unless there 
are • frequent stops,, when the great 
strain on the wheels from the Drakes 
counteracts the backward tendency. On 
roads where there 'are many up and 
down grades, the wheels may pull so 
strongly upon the rails as to cause them 
to .creep upward; and when the top of 
the grade Is reached and the descent 
begins, the, tremendous grip of the 
heavy locomotive Is able to throw the 
rails behind it, as it were, thus making 
thenvcreep upward from both sides of 
the .grade'. It has been said that one 
rail creeps faster than the other and 
that there are magnetic or other scien- 
tific reasons for the fact. .Unquestion-. 
ably, one rail tloea sometimes creep 
ahead, but this Is owing entirely to the 
fashion of-handling. The line rail, as 
It ia called, receives the most attention 
arid is, as a rule, much more securely 
fastened than the gauge rail, conse- 
quently the latter is more likely to get 
out of bounds. 


The Ruislau Mountain Game. 


A new chance game, cleverly con- 


structed, consists of a box inlaid with 
rails, over which a small carriage runs. 
Six little wooden balls are placed In 
the box In front. By pulling the spring 
with which the wagonette is fastened 


to the station. It Is glv«i the necessary 
impetus to send U spinning over the 
rails. At the end of the line It is dashed 
against a small barrier. The shock 
causes the balls to. fly out, depositing 
them on a field with numbered squares. 
The player whose balls cover the larg- 
est aggregate numbers Is the winner of 
the game.
